inquest Into’ the 
deaths caused by tho sinking of 
tho Leung Kwong, when the Moon- 
shine collided with her. 

A special jury was empanelled' 
for the purpose of the inquest, the 
jurors belng Mr, F. C, Hall (Fore- 
man), Mr. J: E Joseph and Mr, Ww. 
Logan. » 

Tho Coroner, Mr. R. E. Lindsell, 
outlined the purpose of the en-, 
quiry in theae words: 

“This enquiry concerns the 
cause of death of those persons 
who lost their lives as a result 
of the collision between the Leung; 
Kworg and the steam, Inunch 
Moonshine'at Capsuimun Pass on 
May 9 last. It is obvious that,the. 

primary »cause’ of death was 
drowning: as nu ‘result ‘of immer- 
sion, but it is ‘for ‘the jury to 
determine whether or not the col- 
lision’ was due to the negligence 
of" any person or persons and, if 
so, whether that negligence was 
such ag to justify a vgrdict . of. 
manslaughter against, any one. 

“A hundred and -five men lost 
their lives in. the disaste? and of 
bodies of thirty-four 
were recovered. It would seem 
‘possible that a number of the 
missing were below, loeked behind 
grilles at the time of the accident; 
and even if these grilles were, ‘such: 
as required by Jaw,’ that should 
not déter the jury from expressing 
their own opinions, 

. “For the purpose of this inquest! 
it vould be sufficient if the bodies 
of Mr, Martin and Lam Kwai-chi, 
tt Chineke passenger, were identi- 
fied." “ : 
Passenger's Evidence. 

Mv..G, 8S. Hugh Jones of. Mesara, 
Wilkinson and Grist watehed the 
enquiry.on behalf'of the owners 
of the Leung Kwong.’ Mr. T. G; 
Bennett, of Messrs. Johnson 
Stokes and Master, represent -d 
the interests of the owners of the

as her coxswain and crew, and 
Mr. Geo."K, Mall Brutton repre:

ney, said that he boarded the ship 
at 6 o'clock with three other com- 
panions bound for Kong Moon.
